hotises will pass a concurrent reaoltttion 
for the adjour|inient of oongrew prob< 
al)ly friJiu De<;. 19 until Jan. 6. A reso- 
lution i)ri)vi'liM;,' f. ir a recess between 
ttn'se (liites is alrruily on tlie t;il)le of tli« 
presiileiit of tho senate, and unless somo 
unexpected im.siness ("ini 's l)ef(ire tlie 
two houses or either of tliein, an ad- 
journment fur the holidajB will be had 
on Thursday next. 

The liousofl of representatives can af- 
ford to take a recess at this date, be- 
cause it has already accomplished much 
more tlian was expected of it before the 
lioliday season. Speaker Reed has sur- 
prised and deliRhted the older members 
of the house, who have been ho long ac- 
customed to p(j.sti>uning organization un- 
til the holiday season was over, by the 
apjK>intment of the most important oom- 
nuttees; and even at this early date, 
speculation is rife as to a possiUe eiriy 
adjournment of oongreas for the s c s s ioa, 
say in July next 

The senate will get more actively to 
work than the house during the week. 
Work has dragged a little m the upper 
bouse because toe bcnnmittees had not 
been leorganised, and becaiiae until this 
work had been donie. senators did not 
care to go ahead with the consideration 
of routine buBinees. The Democratic 
caucus will deteilaine the assii^nment of 
Democratic senators to empty commit- 
tee places, and when the senate meets 
the renrgunizatiim will be effected and 
the senate will' be ready for regular 
work; Not much can be aocomplUied 
though this week. 

The most interesting feature of the 
proceedings to look forward to is a poasi- 
Ue debate between ftonator Butler and 
Senator Ingalls on the ram Question. 
8<nuitor Butler has introiluoecl in the 
senate a bin providing for theemig^ 
tion of colored persons from the southern 
states. It Lh on the table ready to be 
taken up whenever the senator from 
South Carolina is prepared to speak on 
the subject. Senaunr Butler has given 
no notice of an intention to address the 
senate at any particular time, and he is 
.in fact undetermined when he will 
8i)eak; but it is not improbable that he 
will take the matter up some day this 
week. If he does Senator higalls. who 
has been preparing material for tne oc- 
casion, will reply to him, and an inter- 
esting debate may be expocted^^-one 
that will pack the galleries of the sen- 
ate. 

The senate committee on territories, of 
which Uenator Piatt is chairman, will 
hold a meeting to hear argtunente of the 
delegates irom Idaho and Wyoming on 
the iMiLi to admit those two territorfes to 
the Union. Tliere is evidently an inten- 
tion on the part of the committee to 
bring this matter before the senate at an 
early date, but it will not come up for 
general discussion until the hoUdays are 
over. 

The senate oommittse on public lands 
will probaUy make a favondde report 
to the senate on the bill to pmnmit setUere 
to obtain title to land in towns and cities 
inOkbthoma, and on the bUl granting 
to the state^f Kahsas the Fort Hayes 
militarv reservation. The former will 
likely Be called and passed before the 
end of the week, the necessity for its 
passage in some form being generally 
recognized. 

The liouse of representative has very 
little business before it. The Silcott 
committee may make a report before tliu 
end of the week, which will give the 
members sometliinu to talk about. It 
is senerally expected tliat Speaker Reed 
wtU announce some more committees, 
but he said yesterday that he had not 
determined whether to do so or not. 
Some deiiofanoy appiopriation bills will 
be reported to the house and probabh 
paased.

BRO WNINQ'8 E ND. 
Tke Poet Did >«t u<-iiiiz« Tliat It Was 

N'rar — The Kuinriil. 

Vemck, Deo. Ifi. — The expri'sHioim of 
grief and sympathy called forth by tha 
death of Robert Browning recall the 
similar expreastoas on the death of Wag- 
ner. Browning refnssd to the last to be- 
lieve tiiat he was setioosly ill. Every 
day, whatever the weather, he went in 
an open gondola to lido. He was taken ill 
on Nov. Si7, but he insisted on going to the 
heater against tiie advice of friends. 
During the night he .was seized with a 
serious attack of bronchitis. The disease 
dragged on until his heart became 
affected, but he constantly repeated that 
he was tcctting better. 

On Thursday last, the day of his 
death, he declared that he would get up 
on the following day. His ttaauy did 
not suppow thatthe end was so near. 

At 7 in the evening he became very 
weak, and had great difficulty In breath- 
ing. Shortly before he died he turned 
to nis son and asked for news from his 
publiaher. The aon read a telegram say- 
ing that the edition of his last volume of 
poems was almost exhausted. Tlie poet, 
upon hearins tills, smiled and murmured : 
'*How grati^ing." These were his last 
words. 

The fimend service was held yester- 
day in the Palazzo Reiztmioa Tbie fam- 
ily desired to inter the remains at Flor- 
ence, but in accordance with the desire 
of the English people, the body will be 
taken to Londco on Tuesday for inter* 
ment in Westminster abbey. At the 
service the coffin was covered with 
beautiful wreaths, one of which had 
been sent by the municipal authorities of 
Venice. Many diplomatos and officials 
and a large number of English and 
American residento, including Mrs. 
Branson, an intiniate friend of tue poet, 
were present at the service. 

Tne cortege started at 4 o^dock. The 
body had been placed on a splendid 
funeral barge, whidi was towed by a 
steamer of the royal navy. On the barge 
as a guard of honor were members of 
the Mimicipal guard and firemen. The 
family andfinmnate friends followed In 
separate gondolas. The coffin was de- 
posited in thie central chapel of the cem- 
etery of St. Michael, where it will re- 
main until the conclusion of the formal- 
ities attending its transportBtion to Lon- 
don.

Chicaoo, Dec. 16.— The jury in the 
Cronin case luu passed another night in 
ito room. It stands just where it was on 
the first ballot on Friday night— U to 1 
in favor of convictin;^ ail th<' defendants. 
The reialeitrant Jiiroi-. John * iilvi r. who 
would not have a w nd t" -.ly to his 

asstx-iates yesterday, li.ls llllbeiidcil far 

enough to discuss some portions of the 
evidence. Judge McConneli came in 
from his residence, at Lakevicw, at 4 
o'clock Sunday and waited until fl, when 
receiving no Word from tlie jn.-, r.K)m, 
he declared the court udjo;u iic d until lo 
o'clock this morning. 

Groups of people hung around the 
three sides of the criminal court buihl- 
ing throughout the day and evening, and 
indulged in some strong talk concerning 
Culver, and tliretits of lynching in case 
he hung the jury freelv made. Out in 
the aristocratic suburb of Evanston, 
where he resides, the.excltement was in- 
tmse during the day. The churches had 
lees than ther usual complement of wor- 
shipers, and tiie suburbanites gathered 
to groupa on the strsets, or nsited at 
each other's booses to denounce the pe- 
onliar action of their neighbor. aU sorts 
of rumors oonoemlng the motive for 
Culver's position are current, and it is 
broadlv insinoatsd in more than one of 
the papers that bs hss been "fixed" In a 
financial sense. 

Culver is a strict church member and 
a rabid prohibitkmist, and pat in all his 
his spare time during the trial botii in 
the court room and at the hotel In read- 
ing the New Tsstament, a copy of which 
he always carried witii him. Just as he 
was leaving the court room on Friday 
afternoon nis wife through the aei^- 
gence of the bailiffs managed to r e ac h 
his side, and the two indulged in a whis- 
pered conversation lasting two or three 
minutes. 

Stete's Attomev Longenecker and his 
associates are still hopeful of a favorable 
verdict. Judge McConneli visited the 
jury room before leaving for home, but 
would say nothing regarding the pros- 
pects. Among the court official wnom 
ne subsequently met and talked with, 
however, a more hopeful feeling seems 
to piwail. The jury, if it fails to agree 
to-day, will be again locked up, as the 
judge has publicly declareu tliat he 
will give them a week from Friday in 
whicTi to reach a verdict. Should there 
be a disagreement and a mistrial the 
state's attorney will at once move for a 
special venire, and a second trial will be 
inaugurated without delay. 

The Tribune says: In case of a disa- 
greement of the Cronin jury, the course 
of the defense will be to ask for a change 
of venue to some other county on ac- 
count of local prejudice. This will lie 
resisted. But the case will be proceeded 
with at all hazards. 

The jury bribers' cases will be called 
to-day iinil pushed to an immediate triaL 
Some inU-resting developments are ex- 
pected, especially In relation to Johnny 
Oraham. '^E. J. McArdle, clwk in Al- 
exander Sullivan's office, will be one of 
the principal witnesses against Graham," 
■aid Mr. Lcmgeneoker last evening. "We 
will break up this jury-ti.\ing business as 
Burelv as we will convict the Cronin 
murderers," he added with emphasis.

It stated that if he would 
vote for acquittal there would !« plenty 
of "stidT' in it for hhn, and that if he 
was "in" it he was to wear tlie ni>cktie 
which was inclosed. Mr, Dix placed the 
entire matter in State's Attorney Longs* 
necker's hands, where it now rests.

The Wmhintton oorrvapondaot of tbe 

Cincinn iti Enquirer says: -'It ia nnd r- 
stood that the Kentucky Re^^ublicans 
who were opposed to tha appointment of 
T. C McDowell to succeed the l«te Col- 
onel Gooiiloe as Collector of InternHl 
Revenue at Lexington will make an 
earneetoppooition to bis confirmation by 
tbe Senate. Tbe nomination has not yet 
been sent to the Senate by the President. 
It ia Intimated that Senater Sherman, 
who was a Warm anpporter of Oolontl 

Swopp, will champion the cHtise of the 
Kentuckians opposed to McDowell's se- 
lection. 

"One of the charges agalnct the ap- 
pointee is that he has nafar voted the 
Repnblican ticket, and that both ha and 

bis tather have both affiliated with the 
Democrats. The only claim, it is alleged, 
he has on the Repnblican party comes 
from the fact that he Is a son-in-law of 
the dead Collector. McDowell will have 
the support of tlie two Kentucky Sen- 
atora on aocoant of family and social iw 
lations." 

The Bulletin stated two or three weeks 
ago that McDowell's enemies were mak- 
ing preparations to prevent, if possible, 
his confirmation. From what was learneil 
at that time. Judge Thomas and his 
frianda are at the bottom of tha business. 

The National Democrat has something 
on the subject. It says: "The friends of 
Colonel Swope allege that McDowell's 
policy of proscribing Swope men in dis- 
tributing tbe patronage of tbe office will 
widen the breach between the two fac- 
tions and disrupt tba party, and within 
the past few days Prsaidant Harrison has 
been informed of tbe situation of affairs. 
'I told tba Praaldant,' said one of Swope's 
friends, 'that McDowell's appointment 
was unfortunate in every way from a 
party and political point of view. Ue 
shoald have gona ontalda of both fac- 
tions, as was suggested to him by the 
ktest and atrongest Republicans of tbe 
State, but, no I ha. wouldn't liatan ; he 
wanted to do that which he thought 
would do himself most good, at the ex- 
pense of tbe party, aa ba now finds tbe 
case to bp. Then, again, we didn't want 
Mr. Clarkson, of Iowa, to mix himself 
up in this matter. We reaant bis inter- 
ference very warmly ; it was none of bis 
business. He not only put his own band 
in, but he induced Senator Q'lay to take 
a hand. It was purely a local matter 
and shoald liave been settled by the 
party leaders within the Slate. If Mc- 
Dowell is confirmed theie will be bad 
feeling and trouble in tbe Rapnblican 
party in Kentucky. The apptiintnuiit 
was a very great mistake. Mr. Harrison 
may have pleased himself by gratifying 
a sentiment, but ha baa mada a miatake, 
aa I said before.' "

AN UPRISING or THE PEOPUL

Niw York, Deo. 16.— The gteamship 
Horox, from BrazU, urired at her docks 
•t Martin's Stores, Brooklyn, Sunday 

morniiiji. Slif K'ft lUo Juiiciro on Nov. 
23 witli a caitti) cunsi^jntMl U< Utirk & 
Jcvanc. and luT olli< <Ts Iuhil; sunio iii- 
terestiiiic news of the rocout formation 
of the lh azilian Republic. 

The Horox was at Santos when the 
news of till' tl< i)osing of the einixTor was 
ilrst annouuceu. The inliabitutits of the 
place were astonished when they re- 
ceived the news, and many wi re in- 
cliuek to disbelieve it. The repiililieans 
placarde d the place witli handbills on 
which \\ as orinled the ottieial informa- 
tion, and ulbo a paraKni|)h n>(|iiestin>j 
the people not to hold any ]K)liliral nu-et- 
ings until later. This movenn'iu lia<l its 
intendetl effect as the situation was ac- 
cepted l)V the peojilo without any inaui- 
fetted ilissatisfaction. 

At h'io .laneiro the ITorox Lay two 
dars. .MtliouRh everything apiH>ared 
quiet when she arrived there. ( apt. Her- 
nnf^and First Ottieer Blac k, wlien thev 
went on shoh- lieard many runioi-s which 
indicaU'd that the iKH>i)le "had not receiv- 
ed tlie news of the revolution with that 
degree of callimess that cliaraeterized 
the actions of the inhabitants ot Santos. 
One man, De (Jama by name, a (•dllecicir 
ot cu-stoms at that jxirt.and a stmii;; im- 
perialist, held ()n to the tla^ of tlie em- 
t)ire and refutted to remove from bis uni- 
form the buttons on which were sUimp- 
ed the crown. Threats were of no avail, 
and the collector hn ked himself up in 
his house to escaix" the wrutb <if the lie- 
pubUcans. Ten days after the news of 
the deiK)sin<; of the emperor had been 
made public, DeOama submitted to the 
demands of the new government, re- 
moT«d the objectionaMD buttons and 
gave up the imperial flag. 

Capt. Herring heard that during one 
of the nights iJe (lama w.-is holding out 
a small party of Hepiililicans surround- 
ed the house afld tried to set tin' to it as 
well as to riddle its inmates with bullets. 
OeQamswaa not deprived of bis otHce. 
A number of men who held otMce under 
the emperor were retained in the same 
position by the reiiublic. 

On the second uay of the revolution a 
cipher dispatch was reeeived at Rio an- 
nouncing that there had Ix'cn an u]>- 
rising at Bahia, one of the northern 
provinces. It was said the dispatch con- 
tained the information that a Tight had 
taken place lietwin-n the inilitiii, and a 
htfgenumof the ])eople refused to U'lieve 
the news and that nearly 'M> people had 
been killed. 

Capt, Herring said that the govern- 
ment at once 8toj){)ed all cipher tele- 
graphic comniunitation, and j>lnced 
strict watch on 'all the ordinary messages 
that were sent oil <he wires. The news 
of the uprising cniu.sed a little excitement 
at Rio, but it was afterward given out 
that there was no truth in the report. 
Where the contradiction came from was 
not known to the olHcei-s of the Horox. 
They heard it talked of by the people at 
Rio. The Itepu licans left no stone un- 
turned to acconipiisli their purpose. So 
complete were their arrangements that 
when the republic Wius announced all of 
the imperial war vessels that for weeks 
had been lying in the liailK>r weresoflxed 
tl|at it was impossible for them to partici- 
pate in any uprising that might have 
possibly (H'ciirred. The man-of-war 
Mitheroy had U'en^placed in a dry dock 
•everal days before, and watt half dis- 
mantled when the Hepublicans made 
their great move. 

Besides ( 'ollet tor De Gama there were 
•everal otlicers who n>fiised to submit to 
the Republicans, but unlike De (iaina, 
their fate is unknown. It was on the 
first night of the rcNolution that these 
naval officers, eiKlit in mimlx'r, are said 
to have defied the authority of the new 
goremment. The storv g<H>s that the 
men climbed on the Liver|M>ol steamer 
Chatluum, which lay at her dock, and, 
•ecuring a lH>at, i-owed out upon the 
hiurbor bearing an imperial flag. A 
party of Republicana nve chaie in 
another boat, and wmim iholi were es- 
changed. 

The naval oflicers were captured 

and incarcerated in a priaon on one of 
tl|i' small islands in the harbor. None 
.QftiK' men had been seen up to the time 
fMnorox left Rio, and Capt. Herring 
'■aid tlie general belief of the |)eo|)le was 
that they had been secretly shot while in 

Srison, as the noise of the discharge of 
rearnut had been heard in the priaon 
the next day by some people who were 
near the si>ot. "nie Chatham, on which 
the naval offlcers are said to have 
climbed, belongs to LaneiKint & Holt, 
the same firm that owns tlie Horox,

I'reto com|)lain3 f)f his tn'alment in 
prison and .says he was informed that ho 
would be shot if hw friends olftifd 
armed resistance. He urges tlii peoplu 
of Brazil to exercise their freetlom of 
choice at the l oming elections. He coun- 
sels ilis friends to vote for any of his ad* 
heronts who may become candidates.
